OREGON.

Wasnmoron, D. C., Dec. 18.—Senator Key 
made a very sensible speech on the Presidential 
question. He quoted the large popular Demo- 
cratic majority as collateral proof of Tilden’s 
election, but said that he should submit to the 
announcement of the Electoral vote, whatever 
that might be.

IN THE HOUSE. 

It was wash-day in the House. No important 
business was transacted. Various attempts were 
made to commit the House to abstract proposi- 
tions by two-thirds vote, but the attempts were 
unsuccessful, and an early adjournment was 
had. A significant act was the adoption of a 
resolution, by a large Democratic majority, 
looking to the payment of claims of the ante- 
bellum mail-contractors. These claims have 
been before every Congress since the War. The 
information regarding them, which was again 
demanded to-day from the Post-Office De- 
partment, has been supplied nearly every 
session since the War. The action 
of the House: was significant as being the first 
united movement of the Democrats since the 
election for the payment of a large class of 
stale and tainted claims. 

A STILL MORE SIGNIFICANT ACT 
was that adopted bya vote of 151 to 68 of a 
preamble and resolution reciting that fears have 
been and still are expressed by the people of the 
United States that Congress will at some future 
time pay a large amount of money for 
damages growing out of the late 
war, and that, therefore, in order to 
allay such fears, the Judiciary Com- 
mittee be directed to report within twenty 
days an amendment to the Constitution. of the 
United States which shall be Art. 16, and 
which shall declare in effect that 
NO CLAIM SHALL EVER BE ALLOWED 
or paid by the United States for any kind of 
property, real or personal, used or caused to be 
used by the United States troops, or taken by 
any Officer acting for or on behalf of the United 
States in any State in rebellion Magainst the 
Government of the United States, or for any 
property seized or destroyed by such officer or 
army, unless the persons claiming damages for 
the property so usel were all through the 
Rebellion | yal to the United States. 
HOLIDAY ADJOURNMENT. 

There is considerable difference among Dem- 
ocrats over the quest on of adjournment. The 
majority of the moderate men of both parties 
favor along recess to give an opportunity to 
exchange views with their constituents. The 
extreme men seem more and more averse to 
giving members such opportunity. It begins 
to be quite apparent that no quorum of Demo- 
crates can be kept here during the coming week.

JUDGE KEXNARD 

is a Democrat. Was one of the Campaign Com- 
mittee. Made speeches in many parishes. Ad- 
dressed a larze meeting at Baton Rouge. About 
2,000 colored men were present. After making 
one speech in Concordia, was waited upon by 
colored men, some of them Republicans, who 
requested him to deliver another address. 
Weber, Supervisor of Registration, told witness 
he was satisfied the election Was fair and free in 
the parish. Every effort was made by the 
Democrats, as a policy distinctly avowed from 
the start, to secure a fair and peaceable election 
throughout the State.

COUNTING THE VOTES. 

We have frequently discussed the point 
that, as the case now stands, there is no pro- 
vision of law regulating or governing the 
counting of the Presidential votes, save the 
words of the Constitution which read: 
The President of the Senate shall, in the 
presence of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, open all the certificates, and the 
votes shall then be counted; the person 
having the greatest number of votes for 
President shali be the. President, if such 
number be a majority of the whole number 
of Electors appointed.” That is all the law 
on the subject. Im the absence of any other 
legal provision, this phrase of the Constitu- 
tion is the beginning and the end. There is 
nothing to be said or done but to literally 
comply with the Constitution,—the Presi- 
dent to open the certificates, which ‘shall be 
counted, and the person having the greatest 
number shallbe President. We have already 
referred to an article in the Nation, wherein 
is given so much of the history of this sub- 
ject as is to be found of record. From this 
it seems that the Convention which framed 
the Constitution carefully refrained and 
deliberately refused to give Congress 
any control over the election of President, 
except in the case of a failure by the people 
or Stateg to elect. In the Convention the 
Committee of Detail” reported in favor of 
the appointment of the Executive by Con- 
gress. Other schemes had been previously 
proposed for the appointment of the Presi- 
dent by Congress, by the State Legislatures, 
and by the Executives of the States. - At one 
time it was voted to elect him by Congress. 
This was reconsidered. The recommenda- 


mittee reported the plan of appointing 
Electors who should vote for two persons 
for President, the one having the highest 
number to be President and the next should 
be Vice-President. But this plan provided 
that the returns should be sent to the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, who “in that house” 


All this brings us back to the “point that 


provision anywhere to con- 


gently determined upon the face of the re- 
turns themselves. Under the Constitution 
“ the President of the Senate shall open all 
the certificates and the vote shall then be 
counted.” That is ali there is to be done. 
Despite the argument of the Nation, that 


new elections in the contested States with the 
consent and co-operation of the Legislatures 
of those States, all other legislation must 
necessarily elect either Hr or Ino, and 
to this the average politicians on both sides 
will not consent. Each man must have the 
law on his side or he will have no law at all. 
He prefers the Mexican plan to party defeat. 
We do not believe that any considerable por- 
tion of the people desire the introduction of 
Mexicaniam into our politics, and hence we 
have strong hope that the conservative men 
of the North and of the South of both parties 
in Congress will agree upon a just and legal 
mode of settling the present and all future 
controversies like that now pending. Failing 
any legislation by Congress on the subject, 
the situation will remain as it is, which is 
thus described by Judge Kir in his Com- 
mentaries : 

The Coastitution does not expressly declare by 
whom the votes are to be counted and the result 
declared. Inthe case of questionable votes and 
closely contested election this power may be all- 
important, end I presume, in the absence of all 
legislative provision on the subject, that the Presi- 
dent of the Senate counts the votes and determines 
the resuli, and that the two Houses are present only 


as spectators, and to act if mo choice be made by 
the Electors. 


It will be noticed that this statement as- 
sumes that the exclusive authority of the 
President of the Senate is in the absence of 
all legislation. 


THE SOUTHERN ALLIANCE. 

The Detroit Post and the New York Zoen- 
ing Post, which in sentiment during the 
campaign stood at the two extremes of the 
Republican party, have met upon a common 
ground with reference to the settlement of 
the Presidential complication, and both of 
them outline the same programme of policy 
which has been urged over and over in Tur 
Carcaco Trersune. en Canan is a 
stockholder in the Detroit Post, and it is in 
some sense therefore to be considered as his 
organ. He has long borne the reputation of 
being the most relentless and unforgiving 
politician in the Republican party, a straight- 
out, machine partisan, and the last man in 
the world who would accept any compromise 
that looked like reconciliation with the 
South. From this standpoint it is gratify- 
ing to note the policy set forth in the Post. 
It points out that, while Tn may con- 
solidate the Democratic party in the South, 
he will also consolidate the Republican par- 
ty in the North, and the old conflict between 
whites and blacks will be continued four 
years longer, and it adds very pertinently : 

A statesmanlike recognition of the leaders of 
the South on the part of Harzgs, a reconciliation of 
the old anti-Democratic elements of the South 
with the Republican party, will break up that solid 
Republican vote. It will dissolve the rigid party 
color lines, and put the whole Southern situation 


in a fluid state which will of itself be a solution of 
the whole trouble. 


So far as the Post, therefore, represents 
Mr. Cuanpuze, it goes to show that he is not 
hostile to the South. If it does not repre- 
sent him, then of course it is independent of 
him, and its policy represents that of an ad- 
vanced Republican paper. 

The New York Hoening Post stands at the 
other extreme. During the campaign it oc- 
oupied a place just inside the Republican 
party. Sometimes it was difficult to locate 
it. Although it was inclined towards Harzs, 
it had a very sharp fancy towards TDA. 
But now it appears to be in favor of the 
same policy as its opposite neighbor in De- 
troit. Referring to Gov. Hares’ sentiments 
with regard to the South, the Post says : 

The first agency which he names as a means for 
carrying out this policy isa civil service organized 
upon & system which will secure purity, expe- 
rience, efficiency, and economy; a strict regard for 
the public welfare solely in appointments, and the 
speedy, thorough, and unsparing prosecution and 
panishment of all public officers who betray official 
trusts. If there can be a stronger contrast with 
Prestdent Gnaxr's Southern policy than this, we 
cannot conceive it; and it holds out to the South a 
promise of a brighter future than any Democratic 
President can offer. We are not surprised, there- 
fore, that Southern Democrats regard Hares’ in- 
suguration without apprebension. 

We have given the views of the two ex- 
tremes in the Republican party.

EVENING MEETINGS. 
SCENES AT FARWELL HALL. 

Mr. Moody has two reasons for closing the 
series of evening sermons at the Tabernacle for 
the last week of his labors in Chicago. First, 
to relieve himself of the labor of speaking in 
the great hall, which is beginning to affect his 
health; and second, to enable him by means of 
a large number of small meetings to come to 
close quarters with sinners and inquirers, 
which was to a great degree impossible 
with the vast congregations and trowded 
inguiry-rooms at the Tabernacle. A reference 
to the list of meetings at the close of this report 
will show how thoroughly he is carrying out his 
idea of having a special meeting for every class 
of persons. In addition to ail these there are 
meetings for the men employed in some of the 
principal business-houses in the neighborhood 
of the Tabernacle. 

Last night the employes of the house of Car- 
son, Pirie, Scott & Co. held ameeting in the Bible- 
room at Lower Farwell Hall while the usual 
Monday night converts’ meeting was going on 
above. At its close the young ladies held their 
meeting iu the lower hall, while the men’s mect- 
ing, also composed of young converts, was held 
in tae upper fall. 

At 8 o'clock the usual Monday-night meet- 
ing for young corverts of both sexvs and all 
ages was hela in Farwell Hail. The meeting 
opened with exercises similar to those reported 
last Monday night. There was an attendance 
of about 70, tnostiy adults, After singing two 
hymns, voluntary prayers were offered by two 
or three of tie converts. Instead of reading a 
Scripture lesson, Mr. Moody said, “Let us 
repeat a passage of Scripture that has been 
blessed to us.” Quite a number of both 
sexes repeated passages, Mr. Mood briefly 
commenting on such as were specially appro- 
priate. The meeting was then thrown open for 
such as had not spoken at any previous Mon- 
day-night meeting. A large umber spoke, 
and from time to time Mr. Moody gave a tew 
— encouragement, caution, or commenda- 

on 


Subsequently Mr. Moody read a letter from a 
young convert giving his experience and telling 
some of tue difuculties he Lad encountered in 
his Christian endeavors. Mr. Moody made this 
letter the basis for some sound advice, giving 
his own early Christian experience and the les- 
sons he had learned fram them. He urged 
upon the young converts the importance of 
reading and studying the Bible, of daily prayer, 
of Christian companionship, and of making 
good use of the talents God aad given them. A 
marked feature of the young converts’ mecting 
has been the variety. No two have been alike. 
Mr. Moody has no set way for couducting them. 
He pever preaches or lectures, and yet he is 
constantly on tue alert, to correct errors, to en- 
courage the weak and repress tae self-~<onti- 
dent, and it is fair to say that more real encour- 


agement and instruction is brought out of the 


hour thus spent than in any ordinary preach- 
ing service. 

At 9 O'clock the meeting was closed to give 
the hail to the young men’s meeting, which was 
maugurated last uight. It was of very much 
the same character as that of the previous hour, 
with the difference that the iadies were sent out 
to hold a meeting of their own below; the 
sound of their singing came up to enliven the 
proecedings above, where the music was not 
very pi‘aty nor very good. There were about 
250 meu aud boys present—simply the male 
portion of the former mecting—and the chief 
reasons for holding it as a separate organiza- 
tion were to reduce the embarrassment to the 
lowest possible pressure, and to take advantage 
of the class fecling, so as to havea special 
means of grace to which the young male con- 
verts could bring their unconverted friends, 
who were beginning to be seriously inclined. 
It was according tothe Scripture idea of sowing 
beside ali waters. 

Towards the close of the meeting some ladies 
made their appearance at the southeast en- 
trance, when Mr. Moody hurriediy exclaimed, 
No! no! Don’t come in now!” He is often 
criticised for overmuch order and system. The 
phrase red tape has been often used in con- 
nection with his arrangements, but by means of 
a rigid attention to little things he makes half a 
dozen meetings succeed where one meeting 
would oniy live a sickly life it the materials o 
all the six were mixed indiscriminately 
together.

THE PASTORS. 
OUR CITY MINISTERS EARNEST IN THE WORK. 

A meeting of the pastors of the city was held 
in Room No. 4 of the Christian Association 
yesterday on the call of the Rev. Arthur 
Mitchell, Chairman of the Devotional Commit- 
tee. The object of the meeting was to decide 
upon the best method of continuing the relig- 
ious work now in progress in the city. Some 
fifty pastors and the member of the Devotional 
Gommittee were present, the Rev. Arthur 
Mitchell in the chair. After a statement from 
the Chairman of the Committee, it was stated 
that information from Boston from reliable 
sources went to show that the Tabernacle there 
would not be ready for use until the middle of 
January; also, that prominent business-men of 
Chicago were uniting in an inyitation to Messrs. 
Moody and Snakey to remain here and conduct 
services for two weeks in January. A 
full discussion of the question in an 
informal way followed, most of those 
present expressing their opinion as to the 
best means of reaching the desired end. On 
motion, u was unanimously resolved that a com- 
mittee be appointed to wait upon Mr. Moody 
and Mr. Sankey, and present an invitation to 
them to remain till Feb.1. The Rey. Arthur 
Mitchell was appointed Chairman of the Com- 
mittee. The Committee called upon Mr. Moody 
aud presented the request that he and Mr. 
Sankey should remain until the Ist 
of February. Mr. Moody replied that 
engagements in Boston and the 
necessity of a few days’ rest would certainly pre- 
vent their complying with the request. Mr. 
Moody stated at the same time that he and Mr. 
Sankey should be occupied principally during 
their remaining days in Chicago in — r- 
sonally with inquirers.

The third engagement of Miss Neilson in 
Chicago began last night at Haverly’s Theatre.

More 
than 1,100 times have the fair Juliet and her 
faithful portrayer being identified on the stage. 
Juliet has in a measure taken possession of Miss 
Neilson’s nature, and it would be a surprising 
thing if her delineations of the character were 
not thoughtful, smooth, and finished in detail.
